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IN THE CLAIMS: 

1 . (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 

upon accessing content a first tim e, displaying the content on a display screen in 
a first rendering mode, 



showing the content according to said second , us e r pr e f e rr e d rendering mode, 
collecting a request to close the content, and subsequently inquiring whether to 
save the second rendering mode for said content, 

collecting an indication whether to save the second rendering mode for said 

content, 

correlating the second us e r pr e ferr e d rendering mode to an origin of the 
content , and storing information about said correlating, if said indication was 
affirmative , and 

subsequently using said information to show acc e ssing a revised version of the 
content from said origin, in the second , us e r - pr e f e rr e d rendering mode instead of without 
displaying th e cont e nt in the first rendering mode[[,]] if the indication was affirmative, 
said revised version having been revised during a time interval after said showing of the 
content according to said second , us e r pr e f e rr e d rendering mode, and before said 
subsequently accessing said revised version, 

wherein said revised version of the content is accessed accessible without a 
bookmar k in r e spons e to dir e ctly typing a uniform r e sourc e locator or n e twork path, and 

wherein the second , us e r pr e f e rr e d rendering mode [[is]] comprises a normal 
rendering mode, a re-authored mode, a narrow small screen rendering mode, or includ e s 
comprises an overview according to a thumbnail small screen rendering mode.
